Kiamichi Mountains, 
November 15 to 22. 
Camp as far back in the backwoods 
ss we can drive our wagons. 
Seventeen of us, 14 men, I boy, I 
woman, I cook, arrived in four wag­ 
ons. 
I he hay wagon looked quite 
warlike with eight men carrying as 
many guns, sitting on tile pyramid 
formed by ten bales of hay. 
We are forty miles from String­ 
town, and since 
leaving 
there, we 
have apparently been surrounded by 
mountains: but following creek val­ 
leys we have had an easy road—oft­ 
en driving for miles over level prair­ 
ies, bordered by small 
farms. 
We 
passed dozens of cotton patches most­ 
ly unpicked. 
At last when we 
lefr 
the 
much 
traveled road leading 
to Arkansas, 
which has been used ever since the 
Indians were brought out here from 
the eastern states, years and years 
ago, and threading our way up the 
little narrow Clear creek valley to 
this point. I am enjoying the moun­ 
tain climbing and scenery and tak­ 
ing some fine “snap shots” of the 
mountains, rocks and valleys, while 
the men are hunting with more dead­ 
ly intent. From the top of this moun­ 
tain I look back several miles over 
the route we came, a narrow valley 
spreads out and reminds me of the

To date the output of the gins has 
been 12,814,832 bales. Of this number 
Oklahoma gins have turned out 783,- 
7U as against 829,387 at the same 
date in 1910 aud 505,5S4 in 1909. It is 
now practically certain that the crop 
of Oklahoma will be slightly above 
the million mark.
